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How to Choose the Best Strawberry Varieties 


Often we hear the statement that it is difficult to select the best strawberry varieties from 
our catalog because each variety is described as being the best. This criticism is true to some 
extent because in some area nearly any one of the many varieties we sell can be the outstand- 
ing strawberry. Only by testing several recommended varieties can you finally determine which 
are best for your particular conditions. 


However, in order to give you as much help as possible in choosing the proper varieties 
we have made a careful description of the important qualities of each strawberry variety. In 
addition to the good qualities of each variety we have tried to point out the features that are 
not so desirable. We believe that if you will read the following descriptions you can more 
easily select the varieties that are best for your area and for your particular requirements. 


POCAHONTAS 


AN OUTSTANDING NEW 
COMMERCIAL VARIETY 
FROM NORTH TO SOUTH 


Pocahontas was introduced by the 
U. S. Dept. of Agriculture in 1953 and 
within five years it has become one otf 
the most popular of all strawberries. 
In 1956 it was the leading variety in 
the official state-wide tests conducted 
in West Virginia where it averaged 60 
quarts for each 50 plants set. In one 
location it picked at the rate of 15,900 
quarts per acre and in nearly all areas 
from South Carolina to New York and 
westward to Missouri it is one of the 
highest yielders. Berries of Pocahon- 
tas are of a light, bright color and have 
a good cap that makes them very at- 
tractive. The inside berry color is a 
solid, light red and produces a fine 
frozen product. Plants of Pocahontas 
are large and very vigorous and give 
good fruiting beds in most types of 
soil. It is a mid-season variety in most 
areas. Since Pocahontas has sunken seeds it may suffer some surface injury during picking 
und handling. However, the berry texture is very firm. Most people like the tart good flavor 
of Pocahontas but some find it too sour. Pocahontas is a real commercial berry especially 
udapted for large plantings where ability of the berry to hold its bright color for several days 
after picking is of much importance.

Recently excellent results have been obtained with late season plantings of Pocahontas. 
The plants are set out in late summer or early fall at the rate of about 20,000 per aere. Not 
many runners are made and the mother plants grow very large and produce unusually fine 
crops the next spring. The berries produced by this method are of extra large size and excep- 
tionally good quality. Write us for further information concerning this planting system.

Earl 
dawn is very good for freezing and processing. We recommend FParlidawn for trial planting 
in the northeastern and central states.

Originally introduced in New Jersey Sparkle has be- 
come a leading commercial variety throughout most of the 
northeastern and central states. Even as far north as 
Ontario, Vermont, and Wisconsin it is giving good results. 
Sparkle must be rated as one of the best all-purpose varie- 
ties as it is excellent for home gardens as well as for com- 
mereial plantings. Sparkle is noted for its bright, solid 
red glossy berries. Ripening late it is one of the very best 
of all varieties for freezing. It is a good producer as shown 
by official tests in several states reporting from 58,500 to 
10,800 quarts per acre. In addition to all these fine fea- 
tures Sparkle is resistant to the red stele disease. A va- 
riety that appears to be identical to Sparkle is Paymaster. 


The fact that berries of Sparkle are only of medium 
size is about our only eriticism of this variety. We do not 
recommend large-scale plantings of Sparkle south of West 
Virginia, but for the northeast it is outstanding.

In much of the southern United States Blakemore is the lead- 
ing commercial variety. It is a vigorous grower that will do 
well under warm dry conditions and in a variety of soils. The 
berries are bright, very firm and excellent for freezing or any 
type of processing. They are solid red throughout and make 
bright red preserves or frozen products. Blakemore is definitely 
a tart berry but with some sugar it is quite satisfactory for fresh 
use. Blakemore berries are characterized by a long neck and a 
small attractive cap (see photo.). For these reasons Blakemore 
is an important berry for large volume production. It is often 
used in commercial production of preserves, jams, and similar 
preparations. Even in the northern states Blakemore is grown 
to some extent for preserving and freezing. Berries of Blakemore 
are of small to medium size but it produces high yields.

This variety is the subject of much discussion among 
berry growers because it has many good features and some 
which are not so good. Also it apparently will give much 
better results in some areas than in others. One feature 
that is unusual is that Robinson has one of the largest 
berries of all varieties yet it has one of the smallest plants 
of all. When our customers receive plants of Robinson 
along with varieties such as Redstar, Fairpeake, Stele- 
master, or others that make large plants they sometimes 
complain about this small size. However, this is just the 
nature of Robinson. The large berry size of this late-mid- 
season variety is its outstanding feature and is the reason 
why Robinson is so popular with many growers in the 
northeast and north-central states. Another fine feature 
is that it will make a good bed of plants in nearly any 
type of soil. It does not yield as well as several other 
varieties and in general it does not have as good quality as 
most varieties. However, we know of lots of people who 
like the quality of Robinson. The berry is somewhat soft in 
most areas and bruises readily. Yet if you want an extra 
large berry for home use or fresh fruit sales you will want to try Robinson beause the cus- 
tomers really go for it. In many sections of Pennsylvania, New York, West Virginia, Ohio. 
' and other states it is a very popular variety. Because of its attractive berry Robinson is also 

known as Kardinal King and Scarlet Beauty.

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Growing Strawberries 


Strawberries are one of the easiest fruits to grow. 
in good soil will respond with ordinary care and cultivation. 


Good plants set at the proper season 
There is nothing complicated 


about growing strawberries, and by following these easy instructions the beginner can assure 


good results. 


Soil Requirements: Strawberries prefer a slight- 
ly acid, fertile, soil that is naturally moist but still 
is well drained. 


Preparing The Land: The soil can be plowed or 
spaded in the fall and allowed to lie fallow over 


winter. This aids in controlling insects and ne- 
matodes. In the spring the land should be 


thoroughly worked until it is in good condition. 


Fertilizer Requirements: Strawberries grow es- 
pecially well in land that contains a high amount 
of organic matter. Any type of manure is helpful 
if applied in the early spring and thoroughly mix- 
ed with the soil before planting. Strawberries al- 
so give excellent results when commercial fertilizer 
such as 10-6-4 or 8-8-8 is used. If the land is ex- 
ceptionally fertile little or no fertilizer may be 
needed but on most soils from 1,000 to 2,000 pounds 
per acre is used. About half of this amount should 
be worked into the soil about 10 days before plant- 
ing and the rest applied during the growing sea- 
son. These later applications can be made with 
side-dressing attachments or applied directly on 
the plants when the plants are dry. Fertilizer 
should be brushed or washed off the leaves since it 
can kill the plants if left directly on them. In gen- 
eral it is best not to fertilize established beds of 
strawberries in the spring. 


Control Of Soil Insects: A good precaution in 
preventing damage to strawberries by grubs and 
other soil insects is to apply Miller’s 5% Chlordane 
(page 25) to the soil. Use about 1 pound to each 
200 sq. ft. of plant bed. This can be applied when 
the ground is being prepared for planting or it 
can be mixed directly with fertilizer or applied 
separately. We use Chlordane on all our straw- 
berry land and find that it gives excellent results 
in preventing loss of plants from grubs, root 
aphids, ants, and other pests. 


When To Plant: The best time to plant straw- 
berries is early in the spring — just as soon as 
the land can be properly worked. Light frost or 
even snow will not harm plants that have just been 
set. Recently there has been much interest in late 
summer and early fall planting. In the past it was 
difficult to obtain dormant strawberry plants at 
this time and such plants give far better results 
than actively growing plants. Now it is possible 
to keep spring-dug plants in cold storage for late 
pouting and we will have a supply of such plants 
available. 


How To Plant: An important factor in success- 
ful planting is to set the plant at the depth shown 
in the illustration on this page. Make a hole and 
set the plant so that the roots are straight. As an 
aid for better stands, quicker starting, and better 
plant beds we recommend Miller’s V.H.P.F. soluble 
fertilizer as a starter solution. Mix the powder 
with water at the rate of 6 lbs. per 100 gal. or 
2% tablespoonfuls per gallon and pour about % 
pint around each plant. We have used this ma- 
terial for years and can assure you that it will 
give excellent results without danger of plant in- 
jury. After the plant is properly set be sure to 
pack the soil around it so that it is firmly held in 
the ground. The proper planting distance for 
strawberries is to have the rows from 42 to 48 
inches apart and the plants from 16 to 24 inches 
apart in the rows.

trol weeds in strawberries. However, there are 
some other aids that are of much benefit. For years 
we have fenced our fields and used geese at the 
rate of 2 or 3 per acre for control of grass. They 
really do a good job. <A weed killer known as Crag 
Herbicide 1 is especially good for strawberries and 
is the only product we would recommend for this 
purpose. If you cannot obtain it we can provide 
you with it at a cost of $5.10 plus postage for a 
2 lb. package. This sounds expensive but it must 
be remembered that 2 lbs. will control weeds in one 
acre of land. It should be used only according to 
the manufacturer’s directions. 

Control Of Diseases And Insects: In general 
strawberries can be successfully grown without 
use of sprays or dusts. However, there is often 
some loss from fruit rot and insects that can be 
prevented. We recommend Miller’s Fruit Spray 
for this purpose. If applied several times from the 
pre-blossom period until 2 weeks before fruit is 
ripe it will save a lot of fruit that is normally lost 
to rot and insects. See page 25 for further infor- 
mation on this product as well as Chlordane and 
VHPEF soluble fertilizer. If the red stele disease is 
a problem it can be readily solved by use of some 
of the fine red stele-resistant varieties described in 
this catalog.

GROWING RASPBERRIES 


Raspberries give best results in areas 
where the summers are not unusually hot or 
dry. Therefore they are not generally grown 
grown south of Tennessee and Missouri. A 
fertile soil that retains moisture but is still 
not poorly drained gives best results. Rasp- 
berries may be set in the fall but early spring 
is the best planting time. If possible a high 
amount of well rotted manure should be mix- 
ed into the soil before planting. Also a regu- 
lar spring appliation of about 450 pounds per 
acre of 10-10-10 fertilizer is important. This 
is equivalent to about 6 ounces per plant. In 
small plantings the rows are usually 6 feet 
apart with 4 feet between plants. Rasp- 


berries are generally planted in early spring 
and will produce a crop about 15 months af- 
ter planting. The canes are tied to wires or 
to posts, depending upon the planting system. 
After the first fruiting season the canes of 
regular red and black raspberries are pruned 
out —— leaving the new canes which will bear 
fruit the next seeason. In the case of ever- 
bearing raspberries the canes which produc- 
ed the fall crop should not be pruned out but 
only slightly cut back in the spring. For best 
results with raspberries a recommended 
spray program for control of diseases and 
insects is necessary. It is likewise impor- 
tant that good planting stock be used.

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Growing Blueberries 


These instructions apply to Rayner’s hardy, 
top quality plants. 


) WHERE BLUEBERRIES CAN BE GROWN: 
The varieties of blueberries we offer will grow 
well from North Carolina to Maine and west- 
ward from Michigan to Missouri. They also 
grow well in parts of Oregon and Washington. 


SOIL ACIDITY: One of the most important 
factors in successful blueberry culture is to 
use acid soil a pH range of 4.0 to 5.5 is con- 
sidered best. Many soils naturally have this 
much acidity but in many areas where blue- 
berries could otherwise grow well the soil is 
not sufficiently acid. For small scale plant- 
ings this difficulty can be readily overcome. 
One of the best methods is to dig a hole about 
18 inches deep and about the same in width. 
Mix half of this soil with well rotted leaf 
mold or peat and then mix in 3 oz. of Miller’s 
Aluminum Sulfate and /4 lb. of Miller's Azalea 
-and Rhododendron food. Replace this mixture 
in the hole and set the plant properly and you 
have overcome the main problem in growing 
blueberries. a) 


See page 25 for further informa- 
tion on aluminum sulfate and azalea fertilizer. 


DRAINAGE: Cultivated blueberries require 
a uniform supply of moisture but they will 
not tolerate poorly drained or soggy soil. 
Avoid heavy clay soil for large plantings. 


HOW TO PLANT: If the roots have become 
dry in shipment they should be placed in water 
for about an hour. Best results are obtained if 
about half of the top growth is pruned from 
the plant. This allows the plant to become es- 
tablished faster and better. It will rapidly 
make an abundance of new, sturdy growth. 
After the holes have been dug and the soil pre- 
pared as previously described the plant should 
be set so that the upper roots are covered by 
»about an inch of soil. It is very important 
~not to set blueberries too deep in the ground 
for, they may make poor growth or die. It is 
helpful to water the newly set plant with Mil- 
ler’s Soluble fertilizer—using about one quart 
of a solution made at the rate of 2% table- 
spoonfuls per gallon. (See page 25 for further 
information on Miller’s VHPF fertilizer). Next 
the soil should be firmly packed around the 
roots and a mound of soil made around the 
edge of the hole so that the plant can be pro- 
perly watered. Frequent watering during the 
first season will be very helpful in getting 
plants well established. 

In commercial plantings blueberries are 
usually set 4 feet apart in the row with 8 to 
10 feet between rows. Tiowever, in home 
gardens they may be arranged in any manner 
and can be pruned to nearly any desired shape. 
Blueberries are especially suitable for hedge 
plantings. 


MULCHING: It is very helpful if a heavy 
tTaulch can be maintained around the plants. 
Any natural organic matter is satisfactory. 
Sawdust; new or old, oak or pine, also gives 
excellent results. Sawdust is proving to be 
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very desirable for mulching blueberries and 
we strongly recommend its use. However. 
when sawdust is used as a muleh it is 
necessary to add extra nitrogen to the soil. 
For each ton of sawdust approximately 24 
pounds of actual nitrogen is needed. This 
amount of nitrogen can be obtained from 115 
pounds of ammonium sulfate or 72 pounds of 
ammonium nitrate. This corresponds to 13 
ounces of ammonium sulfate per bushel of 
sawdust or 8 ounces of ammonium nitrate per 
bushel. Any other type of fertilizing material 
could be used if the proper amount of nitrogen 
is provided. 


FERTILIZING: We definitely recommend 
that blueberries should receive regular fertiliz- 
er applications. An excellent material for this 
purpose is Miller’s Azalea and Rhododendron 
food. This is an acid-type, complete fertilizer 
that is ideal for blueberries. It should be ap- 
plied early in the spring at the rate of about 
14 pound per each small plant or 14 pound for 
large plants. Another application in early sum- 
mer is usually helpful. Further information 
concerning this fertilizer may be found on 
page 25. 

Commercial planters often use 5-10-5 fertili- 
zer at the rate of 500 lbs. per acre. 

Recent tests have shown that ammonium 
sulfate is an excellent fertilizer for blueberri- 
es. It should be used at the rate of about 2 
ounces for each young plant or 4 lb. for each 
old plant. About 250 Ibs. per acre is recom- 
mended for large plantings. 


PRUNING: When first planted about half 
of the upper branches should be removed. 
Then during each dormant season further 


pruning is required. Since blueberries usually 
make too much top growth some of this must 
be thinned out or the fruit will be small. Nor- 
mally it is best to prune out slender twigs. 
leaving the heavier, stronger growth. Low 
branches should be removed as well as any 
weak or dead wood. 


YELLOW FOLIAGE: Blueberries are es- 
pecially free of disease and insect troubles and 
thus do not generally require any spraying or 
dusting. The most common trouble is a yel- 
low color of the leaves (Chlorosis). This yel- 
lowing can be corrected in two ways: one is 
by making the soil more acid by addition of 
aluminum sulfate. Another is to add iron di- 
rectly to the plant and to the soil. Yellow 
leaves will often become a healthy, green col- 
or within a few days after iron is added. We 
recommend Miller’s Iron Chelate for this pur- 
pose. About 1 level tablespoonful in a gallon 
of water can be applied to the leaves and soil 
and will be of much help in correcting foliage. 
See page 25 for further information on this 
product. 


CROSS POLLINATION: Since cultivated 
blueberries are partly self-sterile it is best to 
plant at least two varieties for cross-pollina- 
tion. Any combination of varieties is usually 
satisfactory.
